Kingston Council will have to find 
another way of saving £8m after a 
proposed merger with Richmond 
Council collapsed. 

The planned Thames Agree¬ 
ment, which would have joined 
Kingston and Richmond’s back¬ 
room services under one chief ex¬ 
ecutive, was finally ditched after 
Richmond announced it had 
agreed to share services with 
Wandsworth instead. 

The news came a day after 
Kingston Council announced it 
needed to find £37m worth of sav¬ 
ings in the next four years in its 
latest budget forecast. 

Richmond Council leader Lord 
True said this week “differences in 
view” led to talks breaking 
down with Kingston in 
December. 

He said: “By the mid¬ 
dle of November, it 
became clear the talks 
were becoming difficult 
and likely to fail. 


“When the Thames Agreement 
broke down, we were in a position 
of knowing Wandsworth would be 
ready to do business with us. 

“This provided a contrast to ne¬ 
gotiations with Kingston because 
we and Wandsworth shared a view 
of what would be the best way of 
doing this, which is to share a chief 
executive. 

“We hadn’t been able to agree 
that management structure with 
Kingston, but that is not the only 
reason for failure.” 

He added Kingston had also 
been approached by Wandsworth 
for a merger in July. 

Richmond and Wandsworth will 
save £10m each every year 
through shared staffing arrange¬ 
ments from 2017.

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BUDGET Council tax frozen but £24m worth of savings still to be found 

Leader warns of tougher year

Council tax in the borough 
will be frozen for a second 
year running, but Kingston 
Council leader Kevin Davis 
has warned “it’s going to get 
tougher”. 

The freeze is outlined in the 
council’s budget forecast for 
the next four years, and 
means the average charge for 
a Band D property will stay at 
its 2013 level of £1,379.65. 

But the authority will also 
have to save £37.4m between 


now and 2018-19 - and Coun¬ 
cillor Davis admitted that 
was going to be “tough”. 

He said: “We have found a 
balance between expenditure 
and spending money on ser¬ 
vices that are growing fast or 
important to us. 

“The future years are going 
to get tougher. The further 
we go in the process the hard¬ 
er it gets to make savings. 

“We are going to look to re¬ 
configure our services and 
broker a new deal about the 
way the council approach 
and works with them. 

“I think we are going to 
gather debate. 


“In three years’ time I don’t 
think we will be sitting here 
with the council doing the 
exact same thing that the 
council is doing today.” 

The council has already 
managed to identify £13m 
worth of savings until 2019, 
mainly through budget re¬ 
ductions across all areas, as 
well as recommissioning 
services, generating addi¬ 
tional income and making 
efficiencies. 

That includes saving £3.5m 
over the four years through 
efficiencies to the council’s 
back room support services. 

But there remains £24m

worth of savings still to find. 

But that target has been 
made harder after Kingston 
saw a 25 per cent drop in its 
Government grant this year - 
to £18.44m. 

And a potential £8m saving 
expected through merging 


Kingston and Richmond 
Council’s back room services 
now looks unlikely, following 
the announcement that Rich¬ 
mond had agreed a merger 
with Wandsworth. 

Kingston Council chief ex¬ 
ecutive Bruce McDonald 
said: “Over the next four 
years we need to save £37.4m, 
equivalent to 28 per cent of 
our 2014-15 net budget of 
£131m. 

“It very much feels as if the 
good news is that we have 
just finished a marathon, but 
the bad news is we are being 
asked to go straight into run¬ 
ning another.”

Under the merger Richmond 
chief executive Gillian Norton 
will retire in summer 2016 and 
Wandsworth chief executive 
Paul Martin will take over both 
councils. 

Kingston Liberal Democrat 
leader Councillor Liz Green said: 
“Kingston has been hung out to 
dry. I don’t think the council 
knew anything. How it leaves 
our budget for the next financial 


year - it is a worry. 

“Richmond is the best partner 
for us on some services so where 
does that leave us?” 

She said the merger may have 
implications for Kingston and 
Richmond’s shared social enter¬ 
prise, Achieving for Children. 

When talks initially stalled, 
Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said it was “no big deal” 
and that he expected the two bor¬ 
oughs to get back together in the 
new year. 


He had not returned Kingston 
Guardian’s calls at the time of 
going to press, opting instead to 
release a statement through the 
council press office in which he 
wished Richmond well. 

Earlier this month it was re¬ 
vealed Kingston had also been 
holding talks with the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities and Local 
Government for six months 
about becoming the first local 
authority to break free of Gov¬ 
ernment funding restrictions.

Kingston Hospital bosses 
have apologised for what 
they had previously called 
“teething problems” with a 
new parking regime. 

Parking Eye’s numberplate 
recognition system has seen 
blue badge users and others 
slapped with £100 fines since 
it was introduced last 
November. 

Patients and their relatives 
have criticised poor signage 
in the car park, while blue 
badge users have complained 
they were not told they had 
to register their cars to avoid 
fines. 

Now the hospital has 


promised to review any tick¬ 
ets handed out in February 
and make signs clearer. 

Duncan Burton, director of 
nursing and patient experi¬ 
ence, said: “I would like to 
say how sorry we are for the 
problems some of our pa¬ 
tients and visitors have expe¬ 
rienced as a result of the new 
car parking system. 

“I know how upsetting it 
has been for many of our pa¬ 
tients, particularly those 
with blue badges, to receive a 
fine when they quite rightly 
had displayed their blue 
badges in their vehicles but 
were not aware of the need to 
register their details. 

“We also know we can sig¬ 
nificantly improve the sig¬ 
nage and information about 
how to use the new system. 


“I know a number of pa¬ 
tients have received fines as, 
for some, it is complicated to 
use. 

“We are implementing a 
range of measures to im¬ 
prove signage, information 
and blue badge registration 
and this is why we have de¬ 
cided to take the additional 
step of reviewing the issue of 
penalty charges during 
February. 

“This will allow us to make 
the changes and improve¬ 
ments needed and reduce the 
stress and worry for our pa¬ 
tients and visitors. 

“Our focus is to now ensure 
the new system is as easy to 
use as possible and benefits 
everyone using it.” 

Some parking tickets al¬ 
ready handed out may also 


be cancelled. 

The new parking regime 
has angered so many that 
councillors will haul hospital 
representatives before a 
scrutiny panel on Thursday 
night to explain the system. 

There have been no in¬ 
creases in parking charges 
and the charging period still 
runs from 8am to 8pm every 
day. 

Blue badge holders should 
register their car when they 
go to the hospital, at main 
reception.

Chef charged with 
restaurant stabbing

A chef has been charged with at¬ 
tempted murder after a stabbing 
in an Indian restaurant left a man 
with “life-changing” injuries. 

Aziz Miah, 53, of Clayton Road, 
Chessington, is alleged to have at¬ 
tacked his business partner 61- 
year-old Mohammed Rahman at 
the Red Rose of Chessington on 
Tuesday, January 20. 

He is also charged with possess¬ 
ing an offensive weapon - a 
kitchen knife. 

Police were called to the restau¬ 
rant, in Hook Parade, shortly 
after 7pm. 

A Kingston police spokeswom¬ 
an said officers found Mr Rah¬ 
man being treated by diners, who 
had pressed napkins to his 
wounds to stem the bleeding. 

Hannah Mason, 20, who lives in 
Hook, said she walked into the 
restaurant to pick up a 
takeaway when the victim 
“staggered” out of the kitchen. 

She said: “I had literally one 
foot in the door, walked in and 


then the old guy who had his arm 
cut staggered out of the kitchen. 

“There was a pool of blood all 
over the floor. He must have sev¬ 
ered an artery or something. 

“I went ‘Oh my god, what is 
going on?”’ 

She said another customer 
helped her treat the victim with 
serviettes from a nearby table 
and applied pressure to the stab 
wound. 

She added: “I was holding his 
arm and a guy who worked there 
called the ambulance - the police 
came first and said it is a crime 
scene. 

“He was conscious and talking 
to his friend -1 can’t believe it, it 
was all in the moment, blood was 
pouring everywhere so I picked 
up the cloth and ran towards 
him.” 

Police said Mr Rahman under¬ 
went five hours of surgery on 
Wednesday. He had suffered “ex¬ 
tensive, deep and life-changing” 
wounds to one arm. 

A second man, aged 38, was ar¬ 
rested on Wednesday night on 
suspicion of attempted murder. 

He has been bailed until late 
March while police continue their 
investigation. 


Police officers searched Mr 
Miah’s house the following day, 
when the restaurant was still cor¬ 
doned off. 

Amy Stocking, who works at the 
Hook Centre, said on the night of 
the attack: “I saw all the police 
cars outside the Red Rose as I left 
work and it looked like something 
serious had gone on. Police had 
the sniffer dogs out down Clayton 
Road and they seemed to be 
searching in the bins. 

“It’s scary because it is one of 
my favourite restaurants and I 
use it all the time.” 

The Red Rose of Chessington 
was one of a number in the chain, 
including the Surbiton restau¬ 
rant, that donated a day’s takings 
to support victims of flooding in 
Bangladesh in 2004. Almost 
£15,000 was raised. 

Mr Miah, a father-of-four who 
has lived in the UK for 32 years, 
appeared at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on January 22 and 
spoke only to confirm his identi¬ 
ty, with the help of a Bengali in¬ 
terpreter. 

He was remanded in custody 
and will next appear at Kingston 
Crown Court on Wednesday, 
February 4.

Talks to house the Gloriana in 
neighbouring borough Richmond 
fell through last year following 
huge opposition from residents 
over a proposed £lm boathouse at 


Orleans Park, Twickenham. 

Kingston mayor Ken Smith said: 
“It is going to be something many 
people will want to see so it will 
bring visitors into the town and 
help businesses.” 

Coun Davis said: “The next step 
is an agreement with the barge 
dock owner in Canbury Gardens. 
The pressure is going to be on him 
and the council to make this hap¬ 
pen. If we could get a scheme to¬ 
gether to get some grant funding 
to make it happen then the Glori¬ 
ana is going to come to Kingston.” 

The barge dock is owned by 
Mike Spenser-Morris, owner of 
NHP Leisure Developments, 
which built the Kingston Heights 
housing complex on the Kingston 
power station site.

Deadline for delayed trees

The family of a former 
Kingston University student 
who drowned in the Thames 
two years ago were left dev¬ 
astated after flowers laid in 
his memory disappeared.

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Commission probes broadcaster’s finances following complaints 



Christian station critical 
of charity investigation

The chairman of an evangeli¬ 
cal Christian broadcaster 
once rapped for its unbal¬ 
anced views on homosexuali¬ 
ty has criticised a Charity 
Commission investigation 
into his group’s finances. 

Gordon Pettie, from the 
Revelation Foundation and 
Revelation TV, said he felt the 
commission’s enquiries were 
moving too slowly and taking 
time away from “Kingdom 
business”. 

The commission opened its 
investigation into the chan¬ 
nel, formerly based in Sur¬ 
biton, but now broadcasting 
from Spain, last September. 

Mr Pettie said: “A lot of our 
time, and a lot of staff time, is 
having to deal with matters 
related to the Charity Com¬ 
mission’s enquiries. 

“We want to get on with 
what we believe that we’re 
called to do. 

“I’m absolutely certain that 
what they’re saying isn’t the 
case.” 


The commission said in 
a statement: “In March 
2014 complaints were re¬ 
ceived from members of the 
public alleging the charity 
was being used for private 
advantage. 

“The commission identified 
regulatory concerns, which 
include potential significant 
loss of charitable funds, 
trustee benefits, conflicts of 
interest and connected party 
transactions. 

“These concerns are pri¬ 
marily in relation to the pro¬ 
duction and broadcasting of 
television programmes from 
Spain, as well as the trustees’ 
decisions to transfer signifi¬ 
cant charitable assets and 
funds from the UK to Spain.” 

A further meeting between 
the charity and the commis¬ 
sion is set for Tuesday, Jan¬ 
uary 27, in Surbiton, where 
Revelation TV still has a 
video studio. 

Mr Pettie told viewers in an 
update on Revelation TV’s 
website: “We do believe that 
we are in a spiritual battle. 

“Certainly the enemy is 
using the investigation to 
cause us to have a great deal

regulator Ofcom rapped the 
channel, formerly based at 
Genesis House in Surbiton, 
for a small number of broad¬ 
casting code breaches.

in a discussion about 
homosexuality. 

Revelation TV explained its 
move to Spain in a 2011 
newsletter. 

It said: “The political cor¬ 
rectness that exists in the UK 
makes it almost impossible 
for a television station like 
Revelation TV to continue to 
exist and speak forth the 
word of God.” 


Slow ahead: 20mph 
limits finally hit road 


Reduced speed limits will be 
introduced in Surbiton follow¬ 
ing a months-long spat be¬ 
tween Liberal Democrat and 
Conservative councillors. 

The 20mph limits were ap¬ 
proved on Wednesday night 
and will come into force dur¬ 
ing February half-term. 

The scheme had to be re¬ 
jigged after Kingston Council 
officers said Conservative-led 
plans only to introduce limits 
within 100m of schools would 
be “confusing” for drivers. 

Tory councillors had hauled 
the original plan for blanket 
20mph limits, approved by Lib 
Dems on the Surbiton neigh¬ 
bourhood committee, before a 
full council meeting, after 
which officers stepped in and 
it was sent back. Debate has

- but the present plan still cre¬ 
ates short stretches of road 
with lower speed limits.

• Balaclava Road from 
Brighton Road until the junc¬ 
tion with Akerman Road.

Will changes 
save money? 


New scheme could 
mean more landfill 


As a proud resident and recipient 
of two national environmental 
awards, I am saddened and 
disappointed at the Conserva¬ 
tive-led council, at what I feel is a 
backwards step. 

The decision to reduce weekly 
recycling collections to alternate 
fortnightly is clearly a cost-cut- 
ting exercise. 

I appreciate that the newspaper 
and cardboard wheelie bins will 
keep these recyclables dry due to 
the lid. 

But what will happen when 
glass, cans and especially plastic 
are overfilling our green boxes, 
before the collection is due? 

Will residents simply default to 


putting these into their landfill 
bin due to ease and storage? 

As a family, we have been very 
proactive in reducing our waste 
to landfill to less than one bag a 
week. 

But I have noticed how plastic 
packaging is increasing. 

I have always pre-sorted our re¬ 
cycling into our two boxes, out of 
consideration for the collection 
guys. Trying to keep two weeks 
of recycling neat and tidy will be¬ 
come increasingly difficult. 

As stated by the council leader, 
Kingston wants to be a flagship 
across the country. 

But will this flagship only be 
considered with opportunities 


for economic growth? 

Overdevelopment seems to be a 
priority with ever increasing 
skyward developments being 
pushed through. 

Concern for the environment 
seems to be falling down the 
council’s agenda. 

The Tolworth Greenway trees, 
which have now been dead since 
last June, are a sad symbol of a 
borough that is rapidly turning 
into a concrete jungle. 

My personal opinion of the 
council’s new cost-cutting recy¬ 
cling regime is that it should be 
buried in the nearest landfill.

Jenny Talbot suggested that sav¬ 
ing £600,000 a year (£4.2m over 
seven years) by changing rub¬ 
bish collection schedules is a 
“no-brainer” (Changes will cre¬ 
ate jobs, January 22). 

But it defies logic that money 
can be saved by collecting a fort¬ 
night’s worth of tins and bottles 
one week, and a fortnight’s 
worth of paper the following 
week. 

You still need to send a crew 
and a bin lorry out every week, 
but they will only collect two- 
thirds of the recycling you have 
accumulated. 

And, inevitably, people will oc¬ 
casionally get confused over 
which week it is, and put the 
wrong lot out - not a problem 
with the landfill bins, as they 
stay out all the time anyway. 

If you look at the council’s own 
explanation, the main part of the 
saving of £4.2m will actually 
come from the new waterproof 
bins for recycling paper, which 
will reduce the processing costs 
of recycling as it will not need 
drying, which is an expensive 
process. 

This is a quite separate issue 
from the collection schedule.

I would like to add my complaint 
about the parking system at 
Kingston Hospital to those you 
apparently have already received. 

I had assumed mine was an iso¬ 
lated incident. 

I took my husband to the acci¬ 
dent and emergency department 
on November 13 at 6.30am and, at 
7.50am, returned to the car park 
to pay for parking from 8am. 

I followed instructions on 
boards in the car park via text 
and the resulting phone call back, 
in which I gave my registration 
number and payment details. 

Two weeks later, I received a 
£100 parking fine notice, saying I 
had not paid. 

I sent pictures from my phone of 
the text and phone message, 
suggesting their system was at 
fault, but this was ignored as non¬ 
evidence. 

I enquired about what further 
evidence I could give, and sent a 
cheque for the amount I should 
have been debited. This was re¬ 
turned and no further informa¬ 
tion was given. 

Everything is automated. There 
is no customer service facility, 
and no further information on the 
Parking Eye website. 

I am at a loss to understand 
what I failed to do. 

There is no information at all on 
the hospital website about park¬ 
ing payment procedures. 

I have not paid the fine, which I 
feel is a completely unfair penal¬ 
ty, and have appealed through 
the parking on private land ap¬ 
peals, in the hope that they can 
arrange a satisfactory outcome 
for me. 

I am also notifying the hospital 
chief executive of the incident, as 
I feel they are operating an unfair, 
unsatisfactory system.

As well as selling records, Banquet has 
been running a record label, putting on live 
events and running an indie night under the 
New Slang banner at McClusky’s every 
week.

Tolley says: “When we started there were 
10 record shops in Kingston and now it’s just 
us and HMV.

We’re not 
here to tell people what to listen to or judge 
them for their taste in music. If you like it 
then we’ll sell it to you.

1) If a radiator's hot at the bottom 
but cold further up, there's air 
inside. To get rid of the air, put a 
radiator key or small screwdriver 
(depending on the hole) into the 
radiator's bleed valve and open it. 

2) Radiator output is measured in 
btus (British thermal units). To 
work out the btus to heat a room, 
use an online btu calculator.
